As Southey said of the battle cf Blenheim, so 
may the local historian write ot the wheat cor- 
ner which culminated yesterday, “It was a 
famous victory.“ The bulls had everything 
pretty much their owa way. The afternoon 
previous they captured tne Directors of the 
Board of Trade, who by a bare majority of two 
adopted a resolution declaring that special 
bin” receipts could not be considered a legal- 
tender inthe satisfaction of contracts. This 
was the second how! of rage on the part of the 
„bears, the first being caused by the stand 
taken by the elevator men in issuing the spe- 
cial-bin ” receipts. Their reasons for doing so 
were explained in Tux Trisune of yesterday, 
and do not need a repetition. From this position 
they receded yesterday morning, their counsel, 
one of the most prominent railroad and consti- 
tutional lawyers in the city, having communi- 
cated to them that their action was extra- judi- 
cial and legal. The opinion was based ou 
the fact that the grain had been regularly 
and lawfully inspected No. 2 spring by the 
sworn officers of the State, and that when once 
received by the elevators they had no right to 
erelude it from the general grain account uuder 
‘caption of No. 2 spring. Todo so was to dis- 
crimipate against and depreciate it in value, and 
unless they had the owner’s consent to do so 
the latter could maintain an action for damages. 
This was the only rebuff the bull interest re- 
ceived during the struggle, but it was immate- 
rial as to the result, for a new deal was at once 
resolved on, and this proved 

A BOLAND FOR THE OLIVER. 

. Throughout the whole of Tuesday afternoon 
the short interest labored with George N. 
Bogue, the resident member of the Warehouse 
Commission, and Chief Grain Inspector Key- 
nolds, to issue an order thoroughly enfurcing the 
State rule relative to mixed grain: 

In case of mixture of spring and winter wheat, 


it will be called spring wheat, and graded accord- 
ing to the quality thereof.

shares, in the past few days, bas seriousiy 
alarmed Wall street, and yesterday morning, 
soon after the opening, there were indications 
ofapanic. Notwithstanding the heavy previous 
decline, another onslaught was begun. It was 
reported from inside sources that Jay Gould 
was seriously embarrassed fur money, and that 
a loan for $200,000 had been thrown out bya 
well-known institution, the coilateral being 
deemed insecure, having been taken 
from rattietraps “down toward the bot- 
tom of his box.” Northwestern common 
from dN tumbled to 36, the preferred from 70 
to G63¢. St. Paul common fell from 37% to W. 
preferred from 73 to 703g. Other stocks partic- 
ipated sympathetically in the decline. Except 
im a panic or flnaucial crisis 
NO SUCH DECLINE 
in such a short spcae of time has occurred in 
Wall street in years.

The safe 
is a lage Hail’s vatent, No. 4, with 
fire-proof door and. burglar-proof lock, 
secured by five combination locks, one a 
five and the other a four tumbler lock, and be- 
tween these doors a steel shield fastened by a 
key lock. All the locks had been opened by the 
regular process, showing familiarity with the 
combination. Pinned to the desk was a postal 
cara, on which some time ago Holmes had 
written the combinations for the locks. This 
had been taken from a drawer near the 
safe, wherein it been put by 
Holmes with several hundred other cards 
aud papers. Ou this card the timeves had 
printed with a pencil quite artistically: Saved 
trouble.” The middle door had evidently been 
opened by a faise key. Twelve thousand dol- 
lars’ Worta of bonds had been taken from the im- 
ner sale, aud $4,500 in currency, of which 8500 
were afterward found ip a package on the floor.

NEW YORE BELTING COMPANY.

BOSTON BELTING COMPANY,

RESUMPTION. 
An Appeal in Behalf of the Resumption 
Act. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 


CIA, July 81.—We came out of the War 


with $1,000,000,000 or 81, 200. 000,000 of what was 
essentially legal-tender currency, of which it 
had required §2.80 to purchase $1 in gold. The 
people went to work with a good will to repair 
damages, develop, improve, and engage in all 
appropriate industries. Speculation was more 
or less rife, yet the people were making good 
progress in substantial wealth. Hence the 
credit of the nation rose rapidly, and Govern- 
mental paper steadily advanced in value. 

The bondholders, seeing thie, began to plan 
how they could bring the currency to par with 
gold at the earliest possible period. With that 
end in view, contraction of the volume of the 
various kinds of legal-tender paper was entered 
upon, and the virtual demonetization of silver 


was effected, mainly through their influence, 
that they might be paid in money of the highest 
value for their low-priced investments: 
As a result ofthe employment of the industrial 
activities of the people uoder the currency sys- 
tem, greenbacks had attained a value of only 
10% per cent less than fold before the panic of 
‘73. The contraction of the currency that had 
been going on previous to this hed scarcely 
been noted, as the prevalence of credit had sup- 
plemented the deficiency of currency; but, when 
the panic occurred, faith failed throughout the 
nation, and nothing but money could meet the 
popular demand. It was not to be had in sum- 
cient amount to stay the weakening fabric of 
our prosperity that we had erected at so mach 
cost. Then we began to be sensible of the great 
and premature reduction of the currency by its 
conversion into long bonds. 

At this crisis in 73 Congress met, and sought 
to remedy the case by the passage of a Currency 
bill, but the President vetoed it, and 
said that, now you are going down, 
you may as well rest on nothing short 
of gold,“ thus sanctioning the effort to make 
the Government obligations redeemable 
in gold at an early period, Then a withering 
paralysis began to overspread our industries, 
and no relief, real or apparent, presented itselt 
from any source till 1575, when an act was 
passed granting unlimited increase to National 
banking, with the same guards and conditions 
as befure, but for every new dollar ot National 
Bank issue 80 cents of greenbac® were to be 
canceled, leaving only an apparent increase of 
20 per cent. This, however, was chiefly neutral- 
ized by the provision in the act for specie-re- 
sumption Jan. 1, i879. This act was sanctioned 
by the President because of the specie clause. 
‘Thus, from 1873 down to the Silver law, values 
conticued to depreciate, real «state to be more 
and more incapable of bearing up the load of 
debts that were based upon it, bankruptcies 
began to loom up like a feat ul cloud before the 
eyes of the people. The repeal of the Resump- 
tion act was largely demanded, and a bili to that 
effect passed the Lower House of Congress, 
but was defeated in the Senate 
Avout this time the remonetization of silver 
seemed likely to afford some relief, and it was 
sought for and effected. Silver being thus 
brought side by side with gold to sustain re- 
sumption, it seemed practicable to carry it out; 
hence the agitation of the repeal greatly sub- 
sided. Another strong reason for allowing it to 
go ou is that any further reduction of green- 
backs in view of it has been prohibited. The 
amount of the same pow stands at $346,000,000, 
of the National-Bank curreuey at $321,000,000, 
and of gold and silver from $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,00U0. The difference now between cur- 
reney and specie is only about one-half of 1 per 
cent. This volume of money, $820,000,000, 
will soon be at per value, and will nearly meet 
the demands of business and exchange when 
life and activity shall once more animate them.

The Unfagorablé Opinion He Entertains of 
Most Every body. 

San Francisco Corresvondence Philadelphia Press. 

„Walk right up to my office, and I will have 
a talk with you now.“ said the distinguished 
agitator and Communist leader, Dennis Kear- 
ney, as I accosted him the other day on Market 
street. Our quarters here are not fitted up in 
avery sumptuous style; we have no private 
rooms nor elegant surroundings, but we doa 
great deal of good work in this dingy old room, 
and some day it will be memorable as the place 
where the California workingmen organized 
against the thieves and bummers of the Pacific 
coast. 

Here Kearney excused himself to speak to 
one of the Constitutional delegates who had 
just entered, and your correspondent took the 
occasion to make a short sketch of the man. 
lu size Kearney is about five feet ten inches in 
height, and weighs about 160 pounds. There is 
no particular jntelligepce exhibited in his coun- 
tenauce, bis Orow is lowering to a fault, and the 
general appearance of his iace is that of an 
irresolute man rather than one of character and 
decision. In fact, he is not a man whom one 
would naturally select as a leader of a crowd; 
not a fair type of an original thinker or actor, 


y but rather a man who would follow in the wake 


of others; a man of action only when there was 
a bee buzzing behind his ear or when there 
was a good dinner before m. And yet 
when he speaks bis voice is loud strong, his 
sentences are modeled with sont care, aud bis 
oaths are the most expressive which the lau- 
guage can afford. Somewhat passionate in his 
nature, be can brook no opposition to his views, 
and the sligutest insult or injury he seems un- 
able to forget. Bold im his ways, uncouth in his 
manners, intemperate in his thoughts, one can 
scarcely conceive in what the superiority of the 
man consists, or by what means he has been so 
suddenly elevated into the dizzy heights of no- 
toriety and renown, 1 am going East.“ he 
seid, resuming his seat.

A stable non-fuctuating currency passess- 
ing intrinsic vaiue, coin or paper, convertible at 
par into goid or silver at the pleasure af the 
holder, is the only secure foundation of permanent 
business prosperity. Such a currency will impart 
that steadiness to prices which is an essential con- 
dition for the successful prosecution of legitimate 
industry aod enterprise, and is equally demanded 
by the true interests of the laborer, the business 
man, and the capitalist.

Judge Loomis, sitting in the County Court, 
gave yesterday an important opinion, which 
will act as an immediate check upon tax- 
fighting, and which will bring mto the City 
Treasury large sums which it might other- 
wise have been kept out of for years. ‘The 
last Legislature passed an act requiring that 
where appeals were taken to the Supreme 
Court in a tax case the amount of the tax 
and costs must be deposited by appellant 
with the County Collector; so that, if judg- 
ment went against him in the Upper Court 
for the whole ors part of the tax, the Col- 
lector could get the money without resort- 
ing to a sale of the property, which would 
involve a year’s additional delay. The same 
Legislature also created the Appellate Court, 


) | but did not state specifically in the act that 


where appeals were taken to it in tax 
cases there must first be a deposit of the 
amount of the judgment. 80 the 
tax-fighting lawyers went into court this 
year, and insisted that where they took an 
appeal to the Appellate Court a deposit was 
unnecessary. Had they carried their point 
their clients could have kept their money in 
their pockets till the end of another year. But 
Judge Looms’ decision of yesterday has up- 
set all their hopes. He held in brief that 
the appellant must go to the Appellate Court 
first, and that he must deposit the amount 
of the tax and costa. This decision may of 
course be appealed from, but until reversed 
it is the law, and the tax-fighters of 1878 
must call on the County Collector before 
they can take another step. This practically 
ends resisting the payment of taxes on tech- 
nical grounds. When a man knows that 
his objections will be finally overruled 
by the Supreme Court, it is cheaper 
for him to pay his tax to the Collector than 
to pay the same money under the name of a 
deposit, plus the expenses of court. In the 
occasional meritorious cases this rule will 
work no hardship to the contestant; in the 
many frivolous ones, where delay was all 
that was sought for, it will work great good 
to the city. If Judge Looum decides, as he 
doubtless will, that the law under which it is 
sought to collect the back taxes of 1873.4 is 
constitutional, most of the fighters will prob- 
ably throw up the sponge, decline to appeal, 
and pay over at once the money which the 
city has been kept out of for years. 


THURLOW WEED UN THE NEW PARTY. 
Mr. Tuurntow WEED is a gentleman whose 
age, experience, ability, and former influence 
in politics entitle him to some consideration 
when he makes any public utterance. A New 
York Herald reporter has recently been in- 
terviewing Mr. Wir about the past and 
present of politics, and it is natural enough 
that. at his present ege, he should contrast 
former statesmanship with contemporaneous 
statesmanship to the disadvantage of the 
latter. Much of what he says of the dele- 
terious influences of the War and of the self- 
ish aims of the present race of politicians is 
true, but his statements about the incapacity 
and viciousness of all parties, and the apa- 
thy, extravagance, and demoralization of the 
Government ever since the War, are too gen- 
eral, and savor of the croaking tendency of 
a garrulous age. The General Government, 
under the direction of the Republic 
an party (not free, of course, from 
adventurers and schemers, mistakes and 
abuses), has accomplished too mach to ad- 
mit of any promiscuous arraignment along 
with the Democratic control of Congress 
during the past three years. The recon- 
struction of the Southern States, resulting at 
last in local self-government and general 
reconciliation ; the steady reduction of the 
debt, the maintenance of the sinking-fund, 
the cutting-down of expenses ; the generous 
system of rewards and pensions to those 
who were engaged in the War for the pres- 
ervation of the Union; the rescue of a de- 
based Government currency and its estab- 
lishment on a practical equality with the 
money of the world; the general improve- 
ment of our foreign relations, and the stead- 
fast defense of the national credit in spite 
of along era of commercial depression and 
in defiance of demagogues and schemers, 
are accomplishments that ought not to be 
buried by such a man as TuurLow WEED 
under the scrapings of errors and abuses 
which he may rake in. Mr. Weep went over 
this ground in order to lead up to the new 
party movement, which pretends at once to 
labor reform and currency reform, and the 
following is his estimate of the causes that 
have brought about this new movement: 


A new party movement poms out of such 
causes was inevitable, and the National or Labor 
arty owes ite existence to the provocations of the 
vernment and of capitalists. It is the result of 

a concerted policy to protect capital at the expense 
of labor. During the last fifteen or eighteeu years 
labor has been onerously taxed, while capital was 
exempt. This exemption of the capitalists has es- 
cially applied to the owners of Goverument 
nds, the reason given for exempting them at the 
outset being to induce capital toinvest. Never 
was any hope more futile. Capitalists refused to 
buy bonds until gold was so high that the bonds 
which bear interest at * could be had for 50 per 
cent of their present value. In all these years 
Congress has shown no sympathy with labor, and 
when iegisiating at all has uniformly legislated 
in favor of capital. The immense grants of land 
to railroads is an illustration of this. Although a 
large part of the gents domain was given away to 
corporations which could have had no existence 
but for the bounty of the Government, I cannot 
recall a single instance where a grant contained a 
provision to enable poor anxious to settle 
m the Far West to get over the roads free. The 
repeal of the duty on tea and coffee was another

the new movement. In regard to the 
Government bonds, it was clearly impossible 
tor the Government to adopt any other 
policy than that of exempting them from 
taxation. To authorize the taxation of its 
own bonds would have been for the 
Government not merely to place an 
obstacle in the way of borrowing money at 
the most critical time the nation has ever 
known, but also by its own acts to have in- 
creased the amount of interest it would be 
obliged to pay for a long term of years. The 
Government necessities obliged it to pay a 
high interest as it was. Had taxation been 
authorized, the rate of interest it would have 
been obliged to pay would simply have been 
ruindus, and it is doubtful whether the Gov- 
ernment could have borrowed enough money 
to prosecute the War to a successful termina- 
tion. ‘To talk of taxing the bonds now is to 
suggest a breach of contract, to prevent the 
Government from refunding the debt ata 
lower rate of interest, and to fly into the 
face of the Constitution. The second com- 
plaint is that no provisions were made for 
transporting settlers to the public lands 
when vast domains were granted to railway 
corporations. These land-grants were made 
chiefly to the Pacific roads which, at the 
time, were regarded as great national 
enterprises, and it was thought that 
the people of the country would 
receive ample compensation for the subsi- 
dies from the development of the country. 
Even amid the enthusiasm that universally 
favored subsidizing these Pacific rofds, a 
reservation was made to throw open the 
lands to public pre-emption at Government 
terms wherever sales had not been effected 
within a stated period, and Secretary 
Sonunz's recent decision has given the peo- 
ple the benefit of this prudent condition. It 
would have been difficult to invent a system 
of free transportation of settlers that would 
not have proven a direct cost upon the Gov- 
ernment itself, and the conservative people 
of this country are not yet prepared to ad- 
mit that it is the province of the Govern- 
ment to take paternal care of people to the 
extent of furnishing them with homes and 
the m of getting tothem. The tea and 
coffee tax isan unfortunate illustration; it 
was repealed at the instance of the Dem- 
ocrats in Congress and with the desire to 
pander to the unthinking classes who now 
act with the ‘‘ Nationals.” It was the dema- 
gogue’s cry of a free breakfast-table for the 
poor man which brought about the repeal, 
and thereby imposed new taxes upon the 
people without cheapening their tea or cof- 
fee; and, in spite of the experience the 
country has had in the matter, we venture 
the assertion that the great majority of the 
„Nationals would vote for the repeal of 
this tax, if it still existed and they had the 
opportunity. 

Though Mr. Weep seeks to find a justifi- 
cation for the formation of a new party, he 
evidently has little confidence in it, for he 
says it will be a spasmodic, irregular, impul- 
sive, and adventurous movement,” and that 
it will give birth to many wild and impracti- 
cable theories which may work harm.” Ner- 
ertheless, he thinks it will work out its 
mission unless (and we are thankful 
for the saving clause), ‘‘unless the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who has gone 
to work wisely and beneficently to accomplish 
resumption, completely succeeds and achieves 
both resumption and prosperity.” In de- 
fault of this, Mr. Weep thinks that the new 
party will be largely represented in the next 
Congress and be able to control the next 
Presidential election. It is evident to his 
mature judgment, however, that resumption 
actually accomplished, and followed by the 
prosperity naturally incident to a healthful 
expansion of real money, will give a quietus 
to the dreamers and schemers who now in- 
cline to act with the Nationals.” 


THE BATTLE OF THE PREMIERS. 

The central figures of the debate upon the 
Hartineton resolution in the English Par- 
liament are the Premier Disrag.i upon the 
one hand and the ex-Premier GLapsTonz 
upon the other, while around them revolve 
numerous lesser luminaries, whose light, 
however, is too feeble to attract very general 
attention outside their own orbits. There 
are probably no other two Englishmen who 
possess such qualities to attract public at- 
tention outside of England as these two. 
They have not only made a world-wide repu- 
tation as political leaders, brilliant Premiers, 
and successful diplomatists, but both have 
had literary ambitions, and, although they 
have passed the zenith, they are still 
remembered for what they have done 
in the world of letters, and new genera- 
tions read their works with zest and in- 
struction. The Jewish race has always been 
imaginative, and Disrartr is a prominent 
type of the race in that respect, his imagina- 
tion leading him into the picturesque and 
passionate Orient where he can satiate him- 
self with pomp and pageant. GLapDsToNE, 
although characterized by poetical sentiment, 
is a colder man, whose tastes lead him to the 
classics. Both are men of first-class intel- 
lectual calibre and of more than ordinary 
political prescience and sagacity, and both 
have reputations that long ago crossed the 
narrow limits of the British Isles and spread 
over the world. It would not be possible, 
therefore, for these two to confront each 
other on the rostrum of debate without hav- 
ing the world for an audience, 

Of the two, Disrazi has the greatest ad- 
vantage. He is defending accomplished facts. 
GLAaDsToNnE is a prophet of disaster, and in 
the present moment of glorification the 
English people are not in a mood to listen 
to jeremiads or even criticisms of methods. 
Dana comes before them and shows them 
its classical Island of Cyprus, the home of 
Venus, at one end of the Mediterrancan, 
Gibraltar at the other, and Malta in the cen- 
tre, all under the English flag, and they feel 
that England dominates the great sea, defies 
France and Italy, menaces Egypt, and stands 
watch over the Straits. He shows them that 
Turkey, though sadly shorn of her ancient 
domains, is still an independent power, with 
metes and bounds, with her capital undis- 
turbed, with an army still in her possession, 
with an alliance with England, and left in a 


| condition that cannot be menaced without 


the consent of the Great Powers, whereat 
thé English bondholders rejoice. He shows

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not be expected that s people naturally 
covetous of territory greedy of wealth 
would resist such ties by whatever 
crooked methods they may have been ob- 
tained, or that they would stop to consider 
any merely moral violations of national 
or any questions of future responsi- 
bilities, at the hazard of losing the bird in 
ie hand. Nevertheless, it is not to be 
enied that Mr. Gtabsromm makes some 
very strong points that must some 
day be considered, because they will 
force themselves upon the English Gov- 
ernment. The Anglo-Turkish convention 
only defers the evil day. England agrees by 
that convention, in consideration of certain 
advantages, to protect Turkey if Russia ever 
moves her frontiers beyond the limits pre- 
scribed in the Berlin treaty, and has agreed 
to do this independent of all the rest of 
Europe. That Russia will some day cross 
those frontiers is as certain as that the sun 
will rise to-morrow morning. Then England, 
with no other ally than Turkey, must be 
prepared to encounter Russia in a land war 
thousands of miles away from home. There 
is great truth in his declaration that the par- 
tition of Turkey has been as complete as 
that of Poland, notwithstanding Drsnaxxi's 
somewhat finical distinction between parti- 
tion and division by conquest; that the 
British Plenipotentiaries did their utmost to 
prop up Turkey and keep down the subject 
races; that the promises held out to Greece 
were not entirely fulfilled; that the power 
of the Crown had been pushed to a danger- 
os extreme; that the laws of Europe had 
bden defied; and that tremendous responsi- 
bilities had been laid upon the English peo- 
ple. The despair of Mr. Giapstonr’s posi- 
tion, however, is that the English people, 
dazzled with the sudden glare of Disrax.i's 
Oriental pageant, and dazed with the oppor- 
tunities for wealth that it reveals, would not 
listen to a prophet even though he wore the 
mantle of Isaran. 


WHY SILVER CIRCULATES AT PAR WITH 
GOLD 


The advocates of an unlimited issue of pa- 
per, declared to be irredeemable and to be 
legal-tender, make the point that the silver 
dollar of the United States is a legal-tender 
to any amount, though its intrinsic value as 
metal is worth less than 100 cents in 
gold; and they insist that by the same legal 
authority the Government has to give an ar- 
tificial valne of 10 or 12 cents to the silver 
dollar, the Government may give an artificial 
value of 100 cents toa piece of printed pa- 
per. The man Movbrrox, of Michigan, who 
echoes the arguments of Voornexs, Cary, 
Pomeroy, and other advocates of fiat money, 
submits the poiut as follows: 


The Constitution does not specify any particular 
material for coinage. The word colin, as used, 
is a verb. and its meaning there agrees strictly 
with the word make, and, conceding the metallic 
point, there ia no limitation as to amount of metal 
or kind. or that its legal or commercia! value shall 
correspond. I have here three ceinages of silver 
that Illustrates thie point. Here is a trade dollar; 
this is not money at all, and has but the commer- 
cial value which, at last accounts, was 0% cents 
in paper money. Here is a new dollar, a ful 
money, and as money it is worth 100 cents in 

per, although there is seven and one-half grains 
ess of commodity im it. Here, again, are two 
half-dollacs,—380 grains, yet as money they are 
worth 100 cents, while as bullion they are worth still 
less than the new dollar. yet noone pretends they are 
uoeconstitutional, or that their value is maintained 
either by present or prospective redemption. If 
the Government can take any of the commodity 
value out lawfully and succeed in maintaining an 
artificial value on the remainder, where and at 
what precise point does this right and ability 
cease? 

The Constitution enumerates among the 


powers of Congress that it may ‘‘coin 
money.” It prohibits the States from making 
anything a legal-tender but gold and silver 
coin, and by fair implication and intend- 
ment specifies gold and silver coin as the 
exclusive money of the country. The Colo- 
nies and the Confederation had just 
émerged from a deluge of paper money. 
There was at the time the Constitution was 
adopted no kind of legal-tender money 
other than silver and gold. The French 
assignats had not yet been tried; the Bank 
of England had not suspended, and sus- 
pended bank notes had not become a legal- 
tender. No Government had foisted fiat 
scrip on its people. Coin was the legal- 
tender of mankind when the Constitution 
was made. As early as needed after 
the adoption of the Constitution, the 
men who made it legislated for the 
coinage of money. They provided, first, 
that 3714 grains of pure silver should consti- 
tute the American dollar. That was the 
weight of the old silver dollar of Spain, 
which was current the world over. They 
did not provide that this silver dollar should 
be and remain of fixed value in exchange for 
gold, or wheat, or any other metal or com- 
modity ; they did not provide that this dollar 
should have an invariable value for all time ; 
but they did stipulate that 371} grains of 
pure silver should be an American dollar. 
The value of gold subsequently varied, and 
the 371} grains of silver had a value as metal 
greater than that of the gold contained in 
the gold dollar; and for forty years the 371} 
grains of silver were worth from two to four 
cents more than a gold dollar. The two 
metals when coined were legal-tender 
throughout the Union, and the world 
was aware of it; and in all the deal- 
ings at Home and abroad the cheaper 
coin, (gold) was used in payment of 
debts. Nominally, the gold had a legal 
or an artificial value of 3 per cent 
above its intrinsic value as bullion. Both, 
however, were legal and constitutional coins: 
their weights were fixed by law, both were 
legal dollars, and while their bullion valne 
might change, that change never affected 
their legal value. The right to use either, 
and the option to pay debts in the cheaper 
coin, wasone of the reasons for adopting the 
double standard. In course of time the 
United States contracted unprecedented 
debts, and the payment of the interest 
thereon and eventually of the principal was 
promised in coin,—gold or silver dollars, 
at the option of the Government. The 
Government therefore, more than eighty 
years ago, made 371} grains of pure silver a 
dollar; contracted to pay all its debts in dol- 
lars of that specific weight, and to receive a 
like number of grains of silver in discharge 
of debts due to it, and it has been a legal. 
tender (except from 1873 to 1878) for all 
debts from the beginning. ‘The original 
stipulation and legal-tender was that 371} 
grains of pure silver was a dollar; and that 
that weight of silver should be a legal- 
tender, and, so long as the silver dollar con- 
tains 371} grains of pure silver, there is 
nothing forced, or artificial, or flat in the 


standard dollar, It is the same dollar that. 


it was in the beginning; the same dollar 
that for forty years and more was worth 
from 102 to 105 in gold, which is now worth 
from 88 to 90 in gold, and which may in two 
or twelve months bence be again worth 102 in 
gold. The dollar was to contain 3714 grains 
of silver, and the Government no more guar- 
anteed the purchasing power of that weight 
of silver than it guaranteed the purchasing 
power of any given weight of any other com- 
modity. Hence, the standard silver dollar 
has a real as well as a legal value, and is not 


We do not ignore or evade the fact that 
silver, as bullion, has declined in value in 
gold; butas money it is at present at, or 
nearly. at, par with gold in paying and pur- 
chasing power, and for this there are several 
reasons: (1) The amount coined is at this 
time only $10,000,000, and not over a quarter 
of these are in general circulation, rest 
being in the Treasury. (2) Their 
is slow,—limited to from two to four millions 
a month, or to from 50 cents to $1 for each 
inhabitant per year, and thus several years 
must pass before any great quantity can be 
putin circulation. (3) They are unlimited 
legal-tender ; they are received by the Gov- 
ernment for duties, and the annual duties 
amount to $130,000,000 a year. If silver be 
not used for this purpose, the gold must be. 
Merchants, therefore, can afford to give gold 
value for silver, and it adds to the available 
cash coin and tends to overcome the discount 
on paper. Even if there be a difference of 
one mill in the dollar, importers will \seek 
the cheaper coin. Customs duties glone 
will furnish use enough for silver to main- 
tain its valpe on a level with gold so long as 
its circulation is limited.. (4) Silver dollars 
are money in which the National Banks 
may redeem their circulation of $324,000,- 
000 and their $700,000,000 of deposits, and 
they serve for bank reserves, which afford a 
large field for the use of the coin. When 
greenbacks become equal to gold the banks 
can redeem their notes in silver in preference 
to gold, if there be any difference in the value. 
If for any cause silver should have 4 less 
purchasing power than gold, then all debtars 
may tender it to their creditors, and pay their 
taxes—national, State, and local—in silver. 
(5) The debtor has the legal right, and always 
exercises the option, to pay in. the cheaper 
metal. When the one rises or falls, all Uusi - 
ness will be transacted ou the basis of the 
cheaper legal-tender. Hence, if gold be 
dearer than silver, the demand for silver 
will increase while that for gold will dedline, 
until the two forms of legal-tender will 
equalize. The two forces—the optign to 
use the cheaper legal-tender and the in- 
creased demand for it for such use—are 
powers that raise silver to the gold level as 
money, though as bullion for export it is 
worth less than the gold. 

(6) The trade dollar is not legal-tender, and 
therefore has no lawful use as money; it has 
a value as merchandise only. 

(7) The subsidiary silver coin is closely lim- 
ited in all countries. In this country they 
are restricted to about 81 per inhabitant, 
and have been issued only to fill the vacancy 
caused by the withdrawal of the fractional 
notes, which latter have been always redeem- 
able as well as legal-tender. This subsidiary 
silver is a legal-tender only to the extent of 
$5, and to that extent is legal in payment 
of interest coupons, duties, etc., to and from 
the Government. As bullion they are 
worth between 80 and 90 cents. They are 
needed for change, as token mondy, and, 
from these considerations, maintain their 
value at par with legal-tender notes, which 
are made redeemable in coin five months 
hence. The mint stamp “ Fiat” has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the artificial value 
of silver, aside from the law of supply and 
demand and the debtor's option of payment. 

As to the amount of legal-tender silver that 
can be maintained at par with gold in pur- 
chasing power, this is a question that is to 
be determined only by experience and not by 
guesswork. Of course the amount would 
be increased, as in France, if the legal tender 
paper was reduced or abolished. In France 
there is no legal-tender paper, and there are 
no bank notes under $20. Nor is it known 
how much legal-tender of gold value is 
needed to handle all the business of this 
country. It is certainly some hundreds of 
millions of. dollars. The less greenbacks 
and bank notes there are in circulation, the 
greater the sum of silver that can find steady 
use in the feranf coin and Treasury certifi- 
cates. France maintains at par with gold 
$150,000,000 of five-franc pieces, each some- 
thing near an equivalent of our dollar. 


The business public will read this an- 
nouncement with surprise: 


New Yorn, July 31.—The Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company will issue to-day a circular to the 
dry-goods trade, intorming shippers of an increase 
in rates on Urst-class merchandise from New York 
t San Francisco, from $6 to $12 a hundred, The 
reason assigned is, hat when the rates were low 
merchants only shipped light freigyt by rail, and 
sent all balky mercbandise by clippers around 
Cape Horn, thus leaving to the railroad companies 
the hight and costly freight, on which the risk waa 
too great for the small profit. 


Jay Goutp will discover before he is many 
months older that the merchants of New 
York, or any other city, will ship precious 
few goods over his road at those extortionate 
rates. The charge on “ first-class ” goods 
from New York to Chicago, nearly 1,000 
miles, is $1.20 per 100 pounds. The dis- 
tance from New York to San Francisco is 
three and a half times as faras to Chicago, 
but the new tariff is ten Gimesas much. From 
New York to Omaha the charge is about 
$2.20 per 100 pounds, and the distance is 
nearly 1,500 miles. From Omaha to San 
Francisco the distance is 1,800 miles, and the 
charge is nearly $10 per 100 pounds, although 
the distance is only 300 miles farther. In 
other words, Jay GouLD announces that he 
will charge four times as much per mile from 
Omaha West as the other roads charge from 
Omaha East. Govtp is laying the founda- 
tion deep and strong for the passage of a 
bill by the next Congress fixing the maxi- 
mum rates to be charged on the Pacific 
railroads for both freight and passengers. 
When Congress meets it will be in the | right 
humor to put through a little bill of that 
kind pretty unanimously and without much 
loss of time.. The rates will be made to 
correspond with the usual tariffs of the roads 
leading East from Omaha to the Atlantic 
cities for all kinds of freight and for passen- 
ger fares. In the act granting lands and 
bonds to aid in building the Pacific railways 
the right to make regulations fixing the 
maximum rates of freight and fares was 
retained.

There never was a scheme devised by the wit of 
man that gave paper currency so steady 3 
purchasing power as convertibility into coiu 
on demand. The great trouble wth all 
systems of irredeemable paper money is 
uncertainty of value and constant and 
violent fluctuations in purchasing power. 
In 1869 Congress passed an act declaring that 
the greenbacks should be redeemed at the ear- 
liest practicable day. The effect of this promise 
was to steady the purchasing power of the 
notes, and to reduce their fluctuations and 
perturbations, and at the same time to increase 
their value, which latter resulted chiefly from 
stopping inflation. Six years later, in 1875, 
Congress passed another act fixing the day 
when resumption in coin should ectually begin. 
viz., Jan. 1, 1879. From the passage of that act 
till the present moment the tendency has been 
to an approximation with coin in value and the 
same degree of purchasing power, until now 
the paper-money is withiu one-half per cent of 
the value of gold. And yet the country is full 
of madmen who would banish this kind of re- 
deemable paper-money and pour out an unlim- 
ited flood of irredeemabie shinplasters which 
would inevitably depreciate in proportion to 
the quantity emitted, or threatened to be is- 
sued, untii they became utterly worthless,

According to the decision of the Secretary of 
the Interior, any man has the fawful right to 
enter a quarter section of unsold railroad land 
wherever he can find it, pay in the $200 to the 
Land Office, and proceed to live on the land and 
claim it as his own, with tae Government certifi- 
cate of entry in his possession. It is true the 
railroad companies may attempt to eject him, 
but they can’t do it until the Supreme Court 
shall first reverse the decision of the Secretary 
of the Interior, and we do net believe the Court 
will ever do that, for the statute is too plain 
on the poiat. Possession is said to be nine out 
of ten points in law, and when a man locates 
his family on a quarter section of railroad land, 
and pays the $1.25 per acre into the Land Office 
in good faith, under that decision of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior it would bea pretty difficult 
job either to eject him or make him pay more. 
Our Washington correspondent raises another 
point, bowever, of some importance that has 
vet to be decided. viz. : 

The question also still remains for decision as to 
whether the mortgage, given by the various roads 
upon their lands, will operate asa sale or disposal 
of lands within meaning of the third section of 
the act of 1862, upon which the present decision is 
based. It is expected here that the raflroads will 
decide to contest this opinion in the courts upon 
. cases of pre-emption under it as they

The Z.-0.-U. some six weeks ago reduced the 
price of type-setting in its composing-room 
from 40 cents to 36 cents, by a mutual agree- 
ment with its Union printers. This even- 
tually led the Printers’ Union to order a 
„strike olf the J.-0.-U. compositors, where- 
upon anew set of hands came forward and oc- 
cupied the abandoned cases at 33}¢ cents per 
1.000 ems, and the office was *‘ratted,’’ and 
that is the present status of the ease. Previous 
to 1862, when property and labor were on a coin 
basis of values, the regular Union rate for 
type-setting on Chicago morhing papers was 
30 cents per 1,000 ems. The J.-0.-U. argues 
that the cost of living, including food, cloth- 
ing, fuel, rent, etc., are undeniably down to 
ante- War prices, taken on the average, and that 
the ig cents it is now paying are 11 per cent 
more than the highest rates paid previous to 
the War, and its final knock-dowa argument is 
that far more men apply for situations at the 
new scale than it Ras cases to offer. Under the 
law of supply and demand, the supply of labor 
far exceeds the demand for it im that office. 

The late strike in Washington originated with 
certain so-called leaders of the workiugmen, 
who demanded that a certain Government build- 
ing should be built oy day’s work and not by 
contract, as the law provided. As Congress 
limited the cost of the structure it was im possi- 
ble to comply with the demand and pay the 
Government employes the highest imaginable 
wages for the shortest possible time and for do- 
ing the least possible amount of service. These 
unreasonable demands on the part of the la- 
borers not being complied with, the idlers de- 
termined to use force to prevent men from 
working at a lower rate per day than they had 
fixed upon. ayd now the work is car- 
ried on under the protection of the police, 
and the result of the incipient riot is, that a 
man’s right to work for any wages he pleases to 
accept has been once more vindicated. The 
head devil of this little Washiugten riot, like 
most of the other labor-sympathizers and 
trouble-makers, has devoted the last years of 
his life to oflice-seeking, and, being unsuccessful 
in that, now gives his time to “making it hot 


for the capitalists.” 


It seems that Mr. Kgeagney, the great ex- 
ponent of the Labor party, is a blackguard and 
foul-mouthed demagogue, as well as a reckless 
agitator.

New Yor«, July 81.—This afternoon the 
steamship Utopia arrived from London, bring- 
ing among her passengers the Shoe-wae-cae- 
mettes, of Monroe, Mich. They are accom pati- 
ed by G. W. Lee, of Newark. The party was met 
by Commodore Little, of the Triton Clab, and 
J. Young, G. Clark, and M. Force, of the Eu- 
rekas, of Newark, who invitedthe “ Shoes“ 
and their substitutes to come to the Wontiven- 
tal Hotel, Newark, and be their guests. 
Che invitation was prom ptly accepted. 
The „ Snoes “ were also asked to 
take part in the great Passaic regatta 
on the 17th and ixth of August, but 
said they must think the matter over first, and 
read their letters from home. They, bow- 
ever, s¢emed in favor of the proposition. The 
two boats of the Club, which were lashed on 
the wheelhouse of the Utopia, were badiv dam- 
aged in England. Lee’s new boat was so dam- 
aged that he sold it in London. The whole 
barty speak of the cold, business-kind of recep- 
tion they met with in England, and sav that if 
Englishmen should come here they wouid be 
more kindly treated. The Shoes “ all look 
upon their failure as attributable to young Na- 
deau’s sickness, and his giving in during the 
race. 

Mr. E. D. Price, one of the substitutes, cor- 
respondent of the Detroit Post and Tribune, and 
who offictally represented the Shoes abroad, 
made the following statement: 

“The ‘Shoes’ think that they received the 
cold shoulder in England. and that the tenden- 
cv to snoMhishness on the part of a great many 
people toward them: was very evident.. Perhaps 
‘ svobbishness is an offensive term to use, put 
{ can’t think of any other word expressing the 
same idea. The ‘town’ people of Henley were 
very friendly, and I honestly believe would not 
have been very sorry if the ‘Shoes’ had won. 


Our British cousins paid us no atten- 
tion of any kind. In what I am 
saying I want to be impartial, and 


therefore I will say we could not complain of 
any lack of fair play. Previous to the regatta I 
went to Messrs. Piayford and Smith, of the 
Loudon Rowing Ciub, to endeavor to arrange 
(mind you, this was before the regatta) about a 
four-mile race from Putney to Mortland. The 
proposition was declined. 1 returned to the 
subject, and said we sbould very much like to 
have the special race, as we had to leave on the 
18th of dane. It was declined for the first 
time on the ground that the regular Henley 
contest would so soon take place. No reason 
was given for the refusal on my second applica- 
tion. After cuming so far it struck me we 
were entitled to ask this courtesy at their 
hands.“

The oarsmen unite in condemning 
the lack of courtesy on the part of the 
English oarsmen, who failed to extend 
a single invitation of any kind to them during 
their stay on the other side. They say that 
there was almost no betting on their race with 
Linden, as the enances were considered too 
nearly even, but, on thé race between Lee and 
Moss, there was considerable money put up, 
with the former as the favorite.

PASSENGERS, ETC. 

The total number of passengers carried on our 
roads during the year was 0,944,848, a number 
leas than that for the previous year by 503,870, or 
five and sixty-three handredths per cent.

ACCIDENTS. 

Our record of accidents shows a total of 209 fo 
the year, of which aixty-one resulted fatally, — 
148 in injuries more or less severe. None of 
those kil were passengers. Of employes, 
twenty-five were killed, as were thirty-six persons 
unconnected with the im any Capacity. Of 
the injured, twenty-eight were passengers, 100 
employes, and twenty others. the passengers 
who were injured, seventeen suffered from causes 
beyond their own control, while by want of due 
caution eleven contrivnted to their own injury. 
Fight employes were killed and thirty-two injured 
from causes beyond ir own control, while sev 
enteen were killed and sixty-eight injured from 
lack of due caution. Of the passengers injured, 
eight were oy attempting to get on or off of moving 
trains, and 14 by deraslment. The total number 
of accidents to employes was 125, of which 46 
were connected with the coupling of cars, and 7 of 
which were fatal; 16 were from falling off their 
trains. 5 of wuich were fatal; 26 were from work 
ing about trains, 4 of which were fatal. 

‘the unprecedentedly low rates of freight which 
were obtained in 1870 caused an effort on tha part 
of railroad managers to recover a little of what had 
been lost, and resulted in an ayerage increase of 
one-half of a mill per ton per mile, an advance so 
trifilng as to be scarcely appreciabie to the general 
shipper, but one of no inconsiderabie importance 
to the aggregate revenue derived therefrom. 

The average rate for freight received by tne roads 
doing business in this State was ong and thirty- 
two thousandths cents per ton per mile, as against 
nine hundred and eighty-two thousandths of & 
cent per ton per mile forthe year previous.

Postal Union—The Orangemen— The 
Laborers of London Other Items.

MONTREAL, July 31.—Canada will enter the 
Postal Union to-morrow, when uniform rates of 
postage will be charged to all European coun- 
tries.

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BABY-FARMING. 


Some Strong Testimony Given 
Against Mrs. Bell. 


What She Has to Say io Denial 
of the Charges. 


The examination of the case against Mrs. 
Bell, charged with cruelty to children at her 
‘childs’ boarding-house,” or baby-farm,“ as 
it has been called. was continued yesterday at 
Justice Scully's Court. 

The first witness was 

MRS. ANNA M’GREGOK, . 
of No. 1066 West Madison street. She said that 
she had known Mrs. Beli for about two years; 
had. lived in the same house with her on War- 
ren avenue, and knew of the treatment which 
she was in the habit of bestowing upon children 
in ber care. They are treated every way but 
human.” They were kept dirty, filthy; cried 
all the time; bodies raw with sores. The food 
the babies got was bad, and the milk fed to 
them was sour. Witness cited the case of a 
baby belonging te a woman named Dabie. That 
baby’s untierclothing was changed so seldom 
and ite body was so seidom cleaned that a mass 
of. sores covered it. If touched, it bied. 
Witness bad taken the child from Mrs. Bell and 
kevt it about a week. Under proper care it 
grew healthy and strong again. When she took 
it (she wanted to adopt it) it had dysen- 
tery and general stomachic weakness, 
and in her motherly opivion the II- 
bealth and the sores were caused by 
improper food and lack of care. Mrs. Bell had 
tried to convince her that the young one was 
hereditarily diseased, but the sores healed with 
proper attention. As an instance of crueity, 
sbe said that Mrs. Bell applied alum and milk 
or milk and borax to the child’s sores, and at 
each application the little one writhed and 
screamed in agony. Sbe knew of another child 
that had been taken to Mrs. Bell’s in a healthy 
condition. Almost immediately alter its arrival 
it went into a sleep, and, after lying in a semi- 
dormant, half-conscious condition for four or 
five days, it died. She knew of another babe 
that had died there. Witness had been obliged 
to move away fromthe house because ol the 
cries of tue children. They cried all the time. 
Mrs. Bell had no nurses for them except ber 
busband and herself, and all the children at the 
„farm were infants except two. Mrs. Bell 
bad told the witness that she got the children 
by applying for them. When the parents of 
such babes as had real“ parents learned of 
the treatment to which the littie ones were sub- 
jected they took their babes away. The woman 
calling herself Mr. Dable had told witness that 
Mrs. Bell had told her that if she would give 
her, Mrs. B., $50, she would never see her 
child again, dead or alive.’’ While witness had 
lived in the house with Mrs. Bell she had secn 
the children many times every day, and knew 
exactly how they were treated, She had seen 
them bathed in cold water in winter, and she 
knew that they were fed sour food,—boiled rice, 
and cracked wheat, and oatmeal, mixed with 
sour milk,—because witness had sometimes 
helped feed the youngsters, and had tasted the 
food. Once Mrs. Bell had told witness that a 
girl 14 years of age had come to her house to re- 
main during confinement, The agreement was, 
Mrs. Bell had said, that the young mother was 
not to see the child at all. The birth was pre- 
mature, and the child died. Soon after the 
mother went away. Witness also said that at 
the time of the “sleepy baby’." death there 
had been no doctor in attendance, and the young 
one was buried, or rather taken away from the 
house, without any notification to the Coroner, 
or burial permit, or any formality whatever. 

Upon the cross-examination witness stuck to 
her story, though counsel for the defense tried 
to break the force of the testimony upon wit- 
ness’ statement that while she lived in the same 
bouse with Mrs. Bell she had seen the children 


er $1,500. The was in position 
last — for the first time. After the de- 
parture of the workmen six ranging in 


every ten minutes of each day. The defense 
also tried to show that witness had left her 
quarters in Mrs. Bell's house because sbe had 
to; not because of the cries and screams of the 
young ones. 

Upon the re-direct examination, witness said 
that, im washing the children, as Mrs. Bell oc- 
casionally did, and in dressing them, she handled 
them as witness would a turkey or chicken she 
was dressing for dinper,—jcrking them around 
by a leg or arm, as cOhvenicuce suited. 

MRS. R. A. BUNNBLL, 
a motherly-looking little woman, living at No. 
42 Seymour street, testified that Mrs. Bell now 
lived next to her, at No. 44Seymour street. She 
had seen one thing in Mrs. Bell which sbe 
thought was cruel. She had seen her carrving a 
child on her arm completely covered and en- 
veloped with dresses aud clothes. Witness did 
not know that a child was underneath the 
dresses till Mrs. Bell had told her so. The ex- 
planation which Mrs. Bell offered was that she 
was ashamed to have anybody see the child. 
Witness was greatly troubled in her home 
life by the Screams of Mrs. Bell's 
ehiidren. They cried most all the time. She 
bad heard them in an uninterrupted series of 
screams from 3 to 6 or 7 o’c.ock in the morning. 
They, cried as though in agony, pot as if from 
temper or vexation, and nobody tried to quiet 
them as far as she was able to judge. Witness 
spoke as a mother, having five children of her 
own. She had never seen Mrs. Bell abuse the 
children. though they cried every night and 
every day. 
MR. R. A. BUNNELL, 

the husband of the preceding witness, testified 
that he was a fireman; that Mrs? Bell's children 
eried every time be was at home; that he was 
home three times a day to meals; that the 
puisance was almost unbearable; that his wife 
had frequently complained, that he had made 
the complaint upon which the warrant was is- 
sued partly because of the disturbance created. 
Witness further said that the only thing he had 
ever seen that looked cruel was the leaving of 
a baby lyiog un a chair on the porch for about 
three hours one day. The child looked like 
dead: as though too weak to cry. Ou Sunday 
the children always look first-class.’’ All the 
children looked sickly. Witness added that the 
crying had grown sensibly and pleasingly less, 
both in the number of times and the ficrceness 
and agony of the cry, since complaint had been 
made about it. 

Mrs. J. W. Morrison, of No. 46 Seymour street, 
Was next called. She proved to be rather an 
unprofitable witness, and, beyond the fact that 
she had beard the cries testified to by Mr. and 
Mrs. Bunnell, added nothing to the testimony. 

JAMES EARLY, 

the policeman who made the arrest, testified as 
to the condition of the house when he called 
there. He said that he saw four children. One 
was about a year old. It was lying in a close, 
hot room, up-stairs, ou a mattress laid upon the 
floor. The mattress, he said, was wet, and the 
child and its clothing were wet. In the corner 
of the room was a pile of regs which looked as 
though a child had lain upon them. A six 
months’ old babe he saw lying on a quilt on the 
kitchen floor. None of the children looked par- 
ticularly clean nor particulariy healthy, nor did 
they wear any too much clothing. He had seen 
a cleaner house than Mrs. Belts. He had also 
seen a dirtier house. The flies were thick. 
Upon the cross-eramination, the officer remem- 
bered that it appeared to be wash-day. 

Officer O. L. Dudley, of the Humane Society, 
testified to a state of affairs as described by the 
policeman. 

In the absence of other witnesses for the 
prosecution, the defense took up their side, and 
introduced Mr. Young of No. 259 Park avenue. 
Hie testified that about three years ago Mrs. 
Bell had been called by him to nurse his wife 
and children and he knew her as an excellent 
purse, etc., etc. 

: MRS. BELL 

herself was then examined. She said that she 
had lived at No. 44 Seymour street since the 
tn day of May. She now had four children 
in her care. They did very little crying as a 
general thing. One oi the dear little ones had 
a combination of whooping cough, measles, and 
teething, and cried of course a great deal. It's 
mother, however, was there to care for it, and 
it was well cared for. About three weeks ago 
it eried one night unusually long and loud, but 
its mother was with it. ‘The child still haa tue 
whooving cough. I positively deciare that 
they have never been negiected,’’ said the wit- 
ness. With equal vigor she went on 
to say that vee brow ones are and always had 
been well ca for, well fed, weil clothed, and 
treated. Witness slept in the same room wit 
the children, she never bathed thet tu col 
water, the children were not filtoy, nor covered 
with sores. vy were always clean, she 

them every mcrning, cleaned them dur- 
ing the day, and spouged them at night. some- 
times she laid them Out of the grass in the 
yard to keep cool in hot weather, and the child 
on the porch, mentioned by Mr. Bunnell, was

succeed. Witness dented that Mrs. McGregor 
had ever been a frequent, visitor at her house, 
and denied all the statements about the num- 
ber of times each day that Mrs. McG, had seen 
the children. Concerning the Dable baby, wit- 
ness said that it was always healthy, though a 
little broken out because Mrs, Dable. who was 
then at the house, would not permit any variety 
of food. Witness had told Mrs. Dable that for 
$50 she would relieve her of her babv; that she 
need never see it again, Witness intended to 
keep it until such time as she could give it to 
some good people who wanted to adopt a child. 
She made the offer ** out of kindness, be- 
cause she wanted to get the baby into good 
hands. She feared that it might go wrong. 
Witness could vot have told how long she 
would have been obliged to keep the youngster 
before she had an opportunity to give it away. 

Mr. Linscott, the Prosecuting Attorney, then 
took up 

THE CROSS-EXAMLNATION, g 
and, in response to bis inquiry, Mrs. Bell said 
thatin all she had had thirteen children under 
her care. Some of them were babes, and the 
rest from 1 to 3 years old. Ot these thirteen, 
seven had died. Four had been returned dead 
totheir alleged parents, and three had been 
buried by the County Undertaker. She had 
four live children with ber now. In regard to 
the premature birth which took place at ber 
house, Mrs. Bell indignantly said that she had 
not “helped any children into the. world, nor 
out of the world.” Sbe did not know any- 
thing about such things, nor was she aware 
that the child barn in ber house had been helped 
into the world beiore its mother came to her. 
The witness further admitted that many of the 
children intrusted to her care were “ fileciti- 
mates. She did not, and bad not, hept a 
house where single womens on the verge of con- 
finement resorted, though births bad taken 
place there. She did not advertise her place as 
such a resort, nor had she ever advertised for 
children. 

Mr. Linscott asked what had become of tlie 
child known as 

“LITTLE LIZZ.” 

Witness replied that it had been taken to the 
Home for the Friendless because the woman 
who had brought the babe to witness had not 
paid for its keeping. In fact, she hardly got 
paid for one-fourth of the time and labor 
she spent ou the children. Her terms 
were $3 per week. Witness did pot know 
the mother of Littie Ligzie. She had known 
her. Ope day she paid $3.75 for the keeping of 
her child, The child was kept till the money 
was eaten up according to the rate of $3 per 
week, and then it was taken, as aforesaid, to the 
Home. It had since died. The mother bad not 
been seen since. 

The cross-examination brought out another 
case. A woman unknown called and left a brat 
and disappeared. She left an address where, 
upon search, she was not found. 

The prosecution here asked a leading question 
aud the defense objected. The prosecution in- 
sisted, saving: “If this woman keeps a refuge 
for illegitimate children,—if she fosters and 
covers up bastardy,—if she keeps a nursery for 
bastard children, | want to know it, and the 
Court wants to know it, and the people of this 
city want to know it.“ 

OTHERS. 

The objection was overruled, and after Mr. 
Linscott had asked Mrs, Bell several other ques- 
tious touching upon her demanding money 
from the grandparents of the young ones in 
her charge to insure secresy, all of which Mra. 
Bell indignantly denied, the next witness, a 
weak-faced, hunted, vare-worn, sad-Jooking 
young woman, wassworn. She was the mother 
of one of the young ones in the farm,“ and 
of course gave a favorable coloring to the treat- 
ment bestowed on the illegitimates and unfor- 


tunates on the “farm.” A similar account 
was given by Mrs. Bell’s niece, and 
another of like tenor by a mother 


without a husband. The last young women 
had lived with Mrs. Bell for over a vear, and was 
eogaged in the study of medicine. She had 
studied it before she knew Mrs. B., while she 
lived at her house, and she was still plodding at 
it. The three young wolifen last mentioned al! 
denied that any crueity had been practiced. 

After A. M. Titus, a sigu-painter who formerly 
lived next door to the baby-farm, had added his 
testimony to that of the three graces, the case 
was adjourned till to-day at 2 o’clock.

YELLOW FEVER. 
KEEP fT OUT OF ILLINOIS. 

From the regular weekly report of the Surgeon- 
General of the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service, received at the office of 
the Illinois State Board of Health July 29, 
there were some significant figures con- 
cerning the prevalence of yellow fever at sev- 
eral of the Southern cities. Dr. Woodworth re- 
ports that at New Orleans about the 12th inst. 
cases began to occur. At first they were all of one 
focus of inspection only, but others soon appeared 
at different points, and upto the morning of the 
26th thirty-seven cases and seventeen deaths had 
been registered. So far the Louisiana State Board 
of Health had been unabie to trace the outbreak to 
any foreign source. Three or four persons nad 
also died of yellow fever at points above New Or- 
leans on the — 1 River. No neu cases had 
been reported from the Brooklyn Navy- Yard. 

Upon the receiptof this weekly statement. Dr. 
Rauch, of the [llinow State Board of Health, at 
once wrote to the Health officers of Si. Louis, say- 
ing that some apprehension had been caused by 
reason of the unusually early appearance of the 
vellow fever ip the South, and saggesting co-oper- 
ation to prevent its extensiom to Northern points. 
He also wrote to his coadjutor on the state Board. 
Dr. Wardner, of Uairo, calling attention to the 
same facts. 

A reporter called upon Dr. Rauch yesterday 
afternoon, and =e whether, he thought there 
was any danger of the yellow fer reaching this 
city. 

do not think so,” said Dr. Ranch. ‘*Chica- 
go has not been visited by this scourge in many 
years. In the early days of the canal, when peo- 
ple journeyed from New Orleans to this city by 
way of the Mississippi River, the Illinois River, 
and the canal, there-were cases occasionally. 
People came up from the infected districts to La- 
Salle in steamboats, and were chere transferred to 
the canal- boats. But since the railways have en- 
tirely superseded the cahal in the way of passen- 
ger traffic there has been bo trouble here from the 

I do aot think it has crept 
urther north than St. Louis. That city is always

ROSSO. 
TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

The trial of Gaetano Rosso for the murder of 
Salvatore Pietro, begun Tuesday in the Criwina! 
Court, was continued yesterday. Eleven jurors 
had been secured at the time of adjournment Tues- 
day afternoon, and the twelfth, Mr. D. Welter, of 
264 North Clark street. was accepted at an early 
stage of yesterday's proceedings. 

State’s-Attorney Millis then made the opening 
argument on behalf of the prosecution, briefly re- 
citing the circumstances which attended the dis- 
covery of Pietro on the steps of the old County 
Hospital, and the fact that when approached by 
Officer Kipley ne said that Gaetano Rosso had 
stabbed him. This statement was repeated 
to the attendants at the County Hospital. The 
fligut and subsequent capture at New Orleans of 
Rosso, and the disappearance of Vatrosso, the 
man who was with Pietro when the latter was 
found dying on the Hospital steps, were also com- 
mented upon. 

W. W. O’Brien followed for the defense, and 
after warning the jury not to allow themselves to 
be influencea by popular clamor or the eloquence 
of Mr. Mills, stated that Rosso would deny 
in toto any complicity in the killing of Pietro. He 
claimed that Vatrosso did the kill and that it 
was he who interpreted the dying declaration of 
Pietro, that Rosso committed the murder. At the 


close of Mr. O'Brien's remarks a recess until 2 
o'clock was taken. 


TESTIMONY. © 

The first witness at the afternoon session was 
Superintendent Seavey. Ie recited the facts of 
the case as known to him, he being 
the marder a Sergeant at the Twenty-second Street 
Station.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
SOIL-PIPES AND HOUSE-VENTILATION. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaeo, July 31.— All the best authorities an 
house-drainage condemn the practice you recom- 
mend in Sunday's issue of Tas-Tripone, of con- 
necting soil-pipes with chimney-fiues. In case of 
the non-use of the flue, there is no guarantee 


against a down draft, and consequent flooding of* 


the building with sewer-gas. 

The best practice is to extend the soll- pipe to 
the roof without a bend, and, in addition, to make 
use of an outside ventilating pipe (not less than 
four inches in diameter), tapping the street drain 
outside of the main trap and extending to above 
the roof, in as straight a line as possible, with its 
dpen end away from the neighborhood of windows, 
This makes a passage-way for the stream of gas 
rising from the street sewer outside instead of in- 
side the house, and reduces the volume of gas 
passing through the soil-pipes to what is gen- 
erated in the pipes and drains in and 
under the nouse. An important adjunct 
to this arrangement consists in providing a 
third pipe extending from outside the house at 
any point not aijacent to windows, te a connec- 
tion with the drains inside the main trap, 80 that 
these with the soil pipe shail forma: a constant 
movement of air up the larger arm of the J (the 
soil-pipe) will result. drawing fresh air through 
the aralus and keeping tnem pure. 

By connecting your soll- pipe with a hot flue you 
create a more rapid current of sewer air through 
them, and simply succeed in discharving more gas 
ut tne top ef your building than if your soil-pipe 
extended to the roof. There would be no harm in 
thus drawing off the gas from # neighborhood and 
passing it up through your buildiogif the sil 
pipes were tight, but you cannot presume that 
they are, and way depend upon it are not. But if 
you guarded your buildmg from the street sewer 

r an outside ventilating pipe to prevent 
sewer gas from forcing the main trap 
under pressure, and then added to your 
present arrangement (supposing that the flue 
you have connecten your svii-pive withis alwave 
in use) a pipe of the same diameter as the sail- 
pipe extending from the outer air tos connection 
with your drains just inside the main trap, taen 
you would be substituting a gurrent of fresh air 
through your entire system of draine for the pres- 
ent flow of sewer-air, which would dilute and ren- 
der harmless all the gas yenerated, and reduce the 
quantity generated by its purifying action on the 
contents of the drains. 

1 might add that down-spouts (rain-water pipes) 
cannot be atilized for ventilating the street con- 
nection, as they are of no use when most aceded— 
duringa rain- storm. Respectfaily yours,

(So far as the above commanieations are iu the 
nature ofacriticiem on the plan adopted by Tas 
Taiscng for getting rid of the sewer-gas, we have 
only to reply that we gave the pate the result of 
actual experience, and that tae connection mate 
between the main waste-pipe and « ventilating 
flue continues to furnish the complete remedy that 
was sought Our purpose in making the result 
public was to indicates sunpie and cheap plan 
which mught be adowed by many persons who 
would not tncur the expense of an elaborate - 
tem of ventilation which is described aud suggest- 
ed by Mr. Durham. If carrying the soil-pipe di- 
rectiy to the roof ie the better plan, it should be 
adopted in preference, where it Is equally practi- 
cable. —- Ab.
